“You haven’t mentioned Roosevelt's 
or Garner's name,” it was suggested.

“There’s no occasion to mention 
names,” he said, adding with throaty 
and biting sarcasm, “How could you 
support the democratic party without 
supporting the candidates?”

“Opon the urgent insistence of many 
patriotic supporters, I entered the con- 
test for the democratic nomination for 
the purpose of fighting for a declara- 
tion of principles in the interest of the 
whole country as well as the demo- 
cratic party. The principles which I 
advocated have in part been adopted, 
notably the declaration favoring re-

stead act. 

“I want my friends all over the 
country to know that my heart is full 
of gratitude for the loyalty which they 
have all displayed toward me. Since 
the nomination was made in Chicago 
and continuing to this moment, I have 
been receiving thousands of letters and 
telegrams from them looking to me for 
advice and suggestion ; thousands more 
making definite suggestions to me. Ob- 


viously it will be impossible for me to 
reply to them individually. . 

“Most of the suggestions urge the 
organization of an independent politi- 
cal party.. These comg from people 
dissatisfied with the conventions of 
both parties. To’them I say it is not 
practical, in our country, to start a 
third party.at this time, as it would 
simply register a negative vote which 
would accomplish nothing for the peo- 
ple in their hour of need. 

Republican Record. 

“We are living under a system of 
two major political parties. The par- 
ties out of power should constitute the 
necessary check and audit upon, the 
party in power. The question before 
us today for decision is, shall the rec- 
ord of the last 12 years of republican 
administration be approved at the 
polls in November? As far as I am 
concerned, I am totally dissatisfied 
with that record and shall do nothing 
to lend it countenance. I shall there- 
fore support the democratic party.” 

_ The statement was notable more for 
its omissions. 

Nowhere did Smith say that he re- 
garded the democratic nominees as an 
excellent choice. He would not “lend 
countenance” to the republican admin- 
istration.

ELY APPROVES STAND 
TAKEN BY AL SMITH 


BOSTON, July 6.—()—Governor 
Joseph B. Ely and Mayor James M. 
Curley, of Boston, leaders, respective- 
ly, Of the Massachusetts forces of Al- 
fred E. Smith and Governor Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, tonight gave their ap- 
proval to Smith’s announcement that 
he would “support the democratic 
party.” 

Governor Ely disclosed that Smith 
had discussed the statement with him 
when he said: “I talked with former 
Governor Smith today and he read 
the statement to me.

Mayor Curley, who labored for 
Roosevelt in the recent convention as 
a delegate from Puerto Rico, although 
he had been defeated for a delegate’s 
place in Massachusetts, said the Smith 
announcement “in favor of the candi- 
dacy of Franklin D. Roosevelt must 
be a source of gratification to the 
friends of both men.” 

“One of the most distressing fea- 
tures in connection with the cam- 

aign,” Curley. said, “was the possi- 
ility of an estrangement between two 
men who had been so closely allied 
for more than a quarter of a century. 
It is a pleasure to know that the 
friendship of long» standing between 


‘these two men has been renewed and 


that opportunity again will be pos- 
sible for them to work- together in 
the future as they have. been the. past 
in the interests of the people. and the 
democratic party.” 

Governor Ely declined to make any 
statement regarding the nomination 
of Governor Roosevelt: Despite the 
statement by Smith, he would not in- 
dicate whether he would make any 
similar announcement.

Butler was answering a statement 
by Secretary Hyde yesterday discount- 
ing Governor Roosevelt’s suggéstion 
that a million men could be put to 
work by a reforestation program. | 

“It is true,” Butler said, “that if 
reforestation is viewed in the narrow 
sense of merely planting. trees, such 
a project has its..imitations due to 
‘insufficiency of nursery stock. ... 
To give the impression that forestry 
offers only the possibility of tree 
planting is in the judgment of the 
American Forestry Association to dis- 
miss the subject without fair consid- 
eration. of the very large and diverse 
possibilities which the field offers.” 

He suggested to Secretary .Hyde 
that a broad reforestation program 
would include fire protection, insect 
eradication, roadside. clearing, fire- 
break construction, and other comple- 
mentary work which would call for 
the employment of many men. 

He said that Califernia had taken 
5,000 men from the breadlines to do 
this type of work and that he had 
been advised that the “undertaking 
has been highly successful.” The mul- 
tiplication of camps such as Califor- 
nia established, he added, would make 
“relief possibilities loom large.” 

Reforestation, he said, is a “work 
that must be done sooner or later if 
our natural resources are to be ade- 
quately perpetuated and the real 
sources of our national wealth maia- 
tained intact.” 

In his statement Secretary Hyde 
said that 1,000,000 men would be able 
to plant 3,000,000,000 seedling trees 
in one.day, or many timed the num- 
ber available for such work,

REFORESTATION PLAN 
OF ROOSEVELT LAUDED 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., July 6.— 
(P)—William L. Wilson, of Jackson- 
ville, chairman of the industrial com- 
mittee of the Florida State Chamber 
of Commerce and a leader in refores- 
tation work in this state, tonight sent 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of 
New York, the following telegram : 

“Secretary Hyde’s ‘criticisms of your 
reforestation plans are not founded 
upon accurate Rnowledge. One mil- 
lion men could be employed profitably 
in forest fire prevention work alone. 
There is no necessity actually to plant 
seedlings in most forest sections of 
the country, also no danger of over- 
production of forest products. 

“We are Me ay our forests now 

and are supplying less than 40 per 
cent of our own pulp demand; foreign 
competition is gaining. 
_ “The republican party, though now 
in power with ita vaunted protection 
policy has not prevented unfair pulp 
competition from countries which have 
purposely forsaken gold standard.

Ralls said that he was opposed to 
allowing those not producers to sell 
produce without license or tax in com- 
petition withthe farmers themselves 
and in competition with distributors 
who are licensed, taxed and regulated 
as well as with railroads who also are 
licensed, taxed and regulated. 

“These men,” he said, referring to 


out-of-state peddlers, “do not have to! 


charge as much for hauling nor sell 
at as high price as distributors be- 
cause they pay no license or tax. 
Therefore, the tendency of their price- 
making is downward @nd without fa- 
cilities for caring for perishable prod- 
uce they have made a dumping 
ground of all our markets. This is 
neither right nor fair and the result 
is that the distributor who, under the 
present scheme of things is the price 
maker of farm produce, does not know 
what price to make and we have no 
price except that made by the ped- 
dler who unloads at whatever price 
he can get. 

“When we can get our distributing 
stem in balance again,” Ralls said, 

propose, through the bureau of 
markets, to help develop produce de- 
pots in each district in the state along 
the plan advocated recently by the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association with the 
hope of finally establishing these farm 
depots in every county seat town in 
the state through community organi- 
gation and help.

“While I am determined that there 
shall be relief legislation at this ses- 
sion of congress, I cannot accept the 
proposal up to now insisted upon by 
Speaker Garner as a condition of 
securing his support, for I do not pro- 
pose to further increase unemploy- 
ment by such disastrous action as is 
now proposed through the jeopardiz- 
ing of the whole credit of the gov- 
ernment and laying our people open 
to every kind of justice and loss,” 
Hoover said. 

“Impossible Task.” 

“I wish to emphasize. what - it 
means,” he continued. “Such a pro- 
posal means that the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation is to take over 
an impossible task and most difficult 
part of the banking business that is 
to deal with the doubtful credits in 
the whole United States. 

“To carry out such a purpose it 
would be necessary as, I have said, 
for the board of seven men to set up 
branch banks in practically every com- 
munity and to direct their operations 
from Washington. It would be de- 
pendent upon men in these thousands 
of branches. ... 

“Any attempt to carry out such a 
law under these circumstances must 
mean the squandering of hundreds of 
millions of dollars of public funds... . 

“Aside from the utter impractica- 
bility of the proposal, no funds or 
totally inadequate funds, are provided 
for the making of these loans.”

It was agreed that a $50U,- 
000,000 relief fund for loans to states 
be allotted on the basis of need as 
Mr. Hoover wanted, with a 15 per 
cent limitation to each _ state.

Another compromise was reached on 
the public works section.

CUBA SETS US AN EXAMPLE. 

Indications are that Cuba, as the 
result of the economic crisis brought 
upon it by the American tariff 
against sugar, and reduced prices in 
all the markets of the world as a 
result of the depression, has learned 
the folly of the one-crop system and 
has gone about broadening its prod- 
ucts and making itself self-support- 
ing so far, as food crops are con- 


cerned, 
Under the pressure of adver- 


sity the island republic is work- 
ing out a fundamental change in 
its economic structure, according to 


. Charles F. Knox Jr., of the federal 
‘department of commerce. Unable to 


import the commodities which it 
formerly purchased abroad the Cu- 
ban people have increased their pro- 
duction of foodstuffs and many 
manufactured articles —and find, 
somewhat to their surprise, that the 


' prospects for future prosperity are 


more soundly based than when they 
were dependent upon.the price of 
a single crop to determine economic 
welfare. 

The new economic development 
is reflected in the change in the 
character of the articles being ex- 
ported to Cuba from the United 
States. There has been a drastic 
reduction in commodities formerly 
thought to be of vital importance 
to Cuba because they were neces- 
sities of life, and a corresponding 
increase in articles and materials for 
which the island republic formerly 
had but little use. 

In 1922 our exports of foodstuffs 
to Cuba constituted 38.1 per cent 
of the total exports to the country. 
By 1930 the figure had dropped to 
26 per cent and it is predicted that 
the 1931 figures, not yet compiled 
by the department of commerce, 
will show an additional drop of five 
to ten points, 

During the. same period textile 
imports increased from 11 to 15.3 
per cent; non-metallic minerals from 
8.5 to 14.4 per cent, and machinery 
and vehicles from 9 to 12 per cent. 

A situation in Cuba remarkably 
analogous to that in the south is 
presented by Mr. Knox, who feels 
that the island has “for centuries 
presented a curious anomaly among 
nations. Capable of producing prac- 


tically all of its own foodstuffs in 


quantities far in excess of its needs, 
Cuba has preferred to devote all of 
its energy to .the production of 


“crops destined for export, and to 


remain practically dependent on for- 
eign sources for food supplies.” 
That is just what the south has 
done and what has brought its agri- 
cultural interests to their present 
low ebb. Especially is Georgia able 
to produce in practically unlimited 
quantity every type of foodstuffs 
and yet we have been buying an- 
nuaily from other states from seven- 
ty-five to one hundred million dol-

But later when I again saw 
the beauty parlor expert 1 comment- 
ed on the mixture as a dandruff rem- 
edy, and she warned me that too 
much of it rubbed on the head would 
cause purgation. Then I told her of 
my experience, and she lau hingly 
said it is a pleasant way to take cas- 
tor oil. % 

I have passed. te suggestion on to 
several friends (among them = two 
trained nurses), and each of them had 
the same impression, that the skin. 
will not absorb anything. However, 
after one or two applications to their 
scalps they all agreed it could be noth- 
ing but the castor oil so absorbed. 

The proportions used in the mix- 
ture are about two ounces of ea 
but that quantity serves for months 
of treatment, and only the ordinary 
few drops one applies to the scalp

Text of Address. . 

Full text of his address follows: 

“Thomas Jefferson, the founder and 
greatest exponent of democratic gov- 
ernment, declared that the least gov- 
erned country is the best - governed 
country. Originally the federal govern- 
ment, aS well as that of the several 
states, undertook to adhere to this 


ing the, people the benefit of an 
efficiant government with the least 
possible burden to those who ‘were 
called upon to -support it, In recent 
years we have witnessed a radical de- 
parture from this principle and our 
system of government has become 80 
expanded, enlarged and involved that 
we are told upon good authority that 
one person ogt of every eight is now 
engaged in some kind of governmental 
work and supported by the taxpayers. 

“Authentic figures disclose that the 
average eest of all government in the 
United States, including states, coun- 
ties, municipalities and other subdi- 
visions has increased in the past 30 
years from $30 per capita to $115. at 
this time. In our own state, official 
audits disclose that the income of the 
state of Georgia, realized from tax 
sources, has increased in the last ten 
years from 13 millions to 33 millions 
of dollars, or over 150 per cent. Dur- 
jing these years, when the burdens of 
government have been constantly in- 
creasing, the property of our people 
has been rapidly declining in yalue, 
until today it is often a liability rather 
than an asset. 

Farms Abandoned. : 

“While our state government was 
merge its expenditure and expand- 
ing its efforts every true Georgian will 

grieved to know that 266, peo- 
ple abandoned our farms, according to 
the last census, while other southern 
states, such as Alabama, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Louisiana and Texas, 
made gains in theirs. The last census 
further discloses that over 60,000 
farms were abandoned in Georgia dur- 
ing the past 10 years, while North 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Texas had in- 
creases in thé number of their culti- 
vated farms. One-third of the farms 
abandonéd in the United States were 
Georgia farms. Coincident with this, 
we have seen business property in 
every town and village become vacant 
while thousands who are able and will- 
ing to work have been forced into un- 
employment, 

“This indicates that there is some- 
thing radically wrong in the state of 
Georgia, Our lands are just as fertile 
and productive as those of the states 
mentioned, and the people who reside 
upon them are just as good, as ener- 
getic and as intelligent. Yet we have 
failed to keep pace with them and 
Georgia’s proud title as the Empire 
State of the South has become a ques- 
tionable phrase. Through lack of ade- 
quate marketing facilities for Georgia 
products, Atlanta alone consumed in 
1931, 1,088° cars of white potatoes; 
which could have been raised in Geor- 
gia, only 45 of which were produced 
in this state. Of these potatoes, 122 
cars came from Alabama, 193 from 
Colorado, 132 from Maine, 55 from 
North Dakota, 58 from Virginia and 
the remainder from 25 other states. 1 
could cite numerous instances similar 
to this as to various things that can 
be produced in our own state. You 
naturally inquire: What is the matter 
with the state of Georgia when these 
conditions porn My answer is that 
our people have failed to take a proper 
interest in state affairs. They have 
been content to leave governmental 
endeavor to those who in many in- 
stances have been using the oppor- 
tunity for the promotion of their own 
selfish purposes. The time has come 
when every patriotic Georgian must 
rise up and demand a return of their 
governmental affairs into the hands of 
the people. 

“If we permit the cost of govern- 
ment te continue to mount while our 
resources are being depleted, not only 
will we. continue to suffer a decrease 
in population, but the cost of gov- 
ernment will consume the value of our 
property. 

Reorganization Continued. . 

“A careful study of the growth of 
our state government prior to reor- 
ganization will show that in the ex- 
pansion of governmental effort 102 de- 
partments, boards, bureaus and com- 
missions were created by the general 
assembly, many of which duplicated 
efforts of other departments and many 
of which were poorly co-ordinated and 
performing work far too expensive for 
the good accomplished. Many Geor- 
gians have realized for years that a 
reorganization of the departments of 
our state government woukl promote 
efficiency and reduce the cost of ad- 
ministration. As a member of the 
ouse and senate I advocated such a 
reorganization program, and was the 
joint author of the first bill intro- 
duced in Georgia providing for 
board of control to supervise our state 
expenditures. As the author of the 
platform committee of the last state 
democratic convention held. at Macon, 
I wrote a plank pledging the incom- 
ing administration to a reorganization 
of our state. government. The last 
session of the general assembly gave 
effect to this plank by appropriate 
legislation, reducing the number of de- 
partments, boards, ete., from 102 to 
19 responsible departments of stgte. 
During the few months that «have 
elapsed since this important step was 
taken, the audits show that more than 
a million dollars has been saved. to 
the ‘taxpayers of Georgia, $400,000 by 
the board of regents alone. This say- 
ing has not impaired but has increased 
the efficiency of our state government, 
and, if the plan is continued and given 
a fair and thorough trial, I confi- 
dently predict that it will do for Geor- 
gia what it has done for other south- 
ern states, that is, save several ad- 
ditional millions annually. } 

“This cannot be accomplished, how- 
ever, by the election of a governor for 
the néxt two years who has grown up 
in the environment of those institu- 
tions or departments which have here- 
tofore demanded more than their just 
share of our state income, when the 
needs of other institutions are con- 
sidered, nor can it be done through 
the election of a gevernor who is un- 
friendly to, or has no sympathy with, 
the success of such a program. While

show that their voices were never 
heard in support of ‘it, until their 
ambitions to become governor made 
them candidates in this campaign. It 
gratifies. me to be. able to tell the 
people of Georgia that I am no new

It is the expenditure for 
unnecessa ogy that makes the 
burden u rable. The report of the 
state auditor to the last session of the 
general assembly shows that the de- 
partment headed by one of the candi- 
dates for governor in this campaign, 
who is loud in his advocacy of econ- 
omy, nt during the last year, the 
staggering sum of over $427,000, main- 
taining a payroll consisting of 265 
Boao: with salaries aggregating 

41,028, and annual traveling ex- 
penses amoun to $75,800. 

“I call your attention to the fact 
that at 10 cents per mile, $75,000 would 
enable a person to travel 750,000 miles 
or a distance of 30 times around the 
world. This sum as 10 cents per mile 
would enable one to travel-over every 
foot of publie road in Georgia, con- 
sisting of 90,000 ‘miles, all of which 
is not paved except with promises, 
more than eight times a year. An in- 
vestigation of this expense account 
by the general assembly at the last 
session disclosed that many trips were 
made to distant sections for purposes 
utterly foreign to work of our state, 
such ag trips at the state’s expense to 
the horse races, known as the Ken- 
tueky Derby, and to Magnolia Gar- 
dens and other pleasure jaunts of a 
‘similar nature. 

“Thousands of dollars of public 
money are expended each year in the 
creation of unnecessary jobs to enable 
those meking the appointments to 
keep up their political fences. As gov- 
ernor, I wold neither countenance 
nor tolerate practices of this kind and 
would use every effort to prevent their 
récurrence. If and when they did oc- 
cur, and came to my knowledge, I 
would take such steps as would pro- 
tect the interest of the state and pre- 
vent their repetition. 

Factionaiism Denlored. 

“One of the greatest deterrents to 
the progress of our commonwealth has 

n the spirit of factionalism that 
for years has predominated our politi- 
cal life. Candidates engaged in parti- 
san. controversy, when successful, too 
often find it impossible to forgive and 
forget. The result is that the bitter- 
ness, born of the campaign, extends 
into the administration of the success- 
ful candidate, oftentimes controlling 
his actions to such an extent that 
the interest of the people of the state 
is allowed to suffer. Some of those 
who have been instrumental in per- 
petuating these feuds and discords are 
persistent and biennial candidates for 
publie office. The eleetion of either 
of these candidates would only tend 
to arouse the prejudices and bitter- 
nesses of the past, and bring about a 
recurrence of our former unfortunate 
experiences so that when the legisla- 
ture convenes the governor would find 
his hands tied and unable to accom- 
plish anything worthwhile for the 
state. It will be remembered that two 
of the candidates for governor in this 
campaign, were candidates 12 years 
ago, and that one, after having been 
eliminated, made a bargain with the 
other which percipitated a factional 
fight which did not die down until two 
years ago. These same two candidates 
are running again, and, if. eit 
should be elected, a recurrence of what, 
happened in 1920 would inevitably fol- 
low. Both would profit personally, but 
the progress of the state would be 
stayed for at least a decade. 

“If Georgia is to make the progress 
so necessary to her well-being, it is 
essential that a governor be elected 
who is, and will be, free from faction- 
al feuds and alignments. which have 
divided our state in the past, and from 
the influence of these institutions and 
departments which magnify their own 
importance to the injury of the others. 
It is a well-known fact that, certain 
interests make their continued appear- 
ance at every session of the legisla- 
ture, seeking preferential legislation 
that will enable them to profit at the 
expense of.the masses. A governdr 
who is affiliated with these interests 
would be utterly SS to prevent 
the enactment of legislation of this 
kind, or to free the state from their 
inimical influence. ek 

“Inguiry into the business connec- 
tions of at least one of those who 
are running for governor will disclose 
that he is on the pay rolls of these 
special interests, while the record of 
one of the other candidates will show 
that he is under obligations to other 
interests which have profited enor- 
mously at the expense of the state 
and which have heretofore made sub- 
stantial contributions to his numerous 
campaigns. 

._ Balancing of Budget. 

“No appropriation bill should be 
passed by the general assembly which 
exceeds = Pepin ig B pbcncr gs and hse 
governor of Georgia I wou rom 
veto any bill doing this. f Ballews 
that the tase ty debt of the state should 
be liquidated as quickly as possible, 
and to this end, 1- would recommend 
that the legislatcre set aside a sub- 
stantial perenne of our annual in- 
come, n this way the state would 
free itself of debt, thereby . enabling 
it to save the tremendous sums paid 
out annually as interest charges. 

“The greatest tax burden upon the 
owners of real estate is due to the 
county and municipal levies upon that 
class of property. Some limit should 
be pla upon these levies so that re-, 
lief can be given to the landowners 
of our state. To further accomplish 
'this relief, the savings that can be 
effected through the continuation of 
the reorganization program and the 
practice of economy and retrenchment 
in our governmental expenditures, to- 
gether with the increased revenue de- 
rived from our income and inheritance 
taxes will be sufficient to enable the 
state to relieve improved real estate 
from taxation entirely for state pur- 
poses, especially if the classification 
tax on bills, notes and other invisible 


ses. In addition, $300 worth of 
ousehold and kitchen furniture, wear- 

ing appare? and tools of trade should | 
be = from. taxation for all pur- 
poses. To those who are skeptical 
as to our ability to do these things, 
I cal attention to the fact that it 
has been done in other stats, and what 
they have done, Georgia can certainly 
accdmplish, especially when it is con- 
sidered that our income in 1931 was 
thirty-three millions as compared to 
thirteen millions ten years before. 

‘In the. administration of our state 
affairs, 1 eonfidently believe that the 
income of the state would suffi- 
cient, after granting the relief referred 
to, to enable us to carry'on our busi- 
ness without the imposition of aiiy 
new or additional taxes upon t 
who are already bearing more than 
their just share of the expense of, gov- 
ernment. 

Educational Needs, 

“There is no higher or more im- 
portant function of government than 
that of educating the children. In 
recognition of this we must continue 
our policy of improving the schools in 
the poorer counties and rural sections 
of our state, so that the boys and 
girls of these sections shall have equal 
educational opportunities with those 
who live in the wealthier and more 
populous centers. Our goal

price of gasoline in Georgia. As para- 
doxicah as this may seem I showed in 
this arti¢le that the old companies 
which fix the price for business pur- 
poses, placed six states in the same 
territory with Georgia, and that each 
of those states had a tax bs to, or 
in excess of, six cents. e average 
tax per gallon amounted to five and a 
fraction cents, but: the companies 
charged the full cent in order to avoid 
the fraction. When Georgia increased 
its tax to six cents the average over 
the territory became six cents, conse- 
quently the price was no higher than 
was already being charged, as was 
demonstrated by subsequent events. 
This showing was largely responsible 
for the increased income to. the high- 
way department to be used in the con- 
struction of highways. ' 


| “In addition to the ineome of the 


highway department being increased, 
I addressed a committee of the gen- 
eral assembly, by tnvitation, in which 
I urged that a part of this increased 
revenue be allocated to the common 
schools. This was done, thereby in- 
creasing the income to our common 
school system more than $1,000,000 a 
year. This alone has enabled many 
schools to operate that otherwise 
would have had to close. Certainly 
therefore, I may be pardoned when I 
state that I have been a friend and 
champion of our common school sys- . 
tem and of our highway program. 
While one of my opponents claims 
credit for all that has been done in 
the building of highways in Georgia 
through the spending of money appro- 
riated for the purpose, I can truth- 
ully say that except for those of us 
who provided the revenue, he would 
have little of which to boast. 

“If elected governor of Georgia, I 
would continue to give to our edu- 
cational institutions and our highway 
system that support which is essen- 
tial to the successful rendition of the 
service which our people deserve. 


Transportation and Marketing. 


“In order that the owners of trucks 
used in the transportation of their 
own products between farm and mill 
and primary market, and that the 
owners of family cars used for pleas- 
ure and professional business may .be 
relieved of the excessive burdens im- 
posed under the present tag laws, I 
favor the reduction of the price of 
tags on vehicies of this character to 
a nominal sum. The income that 
would be lost from the reduction in 
this respect should be made up by 
a more rigid regulation of those ve- 
hicles engaged in _ transportation 
over the highways of the state for 
hire and of those engaged in bringing 
produce into the, state from other 
states, many times to be sold in com- 
petition with Georgia-grown products. 

“While I realize the constitutional 
difficulties of enacting enforcible laws 
with respect to the latter proposition, 
I feel confident that a plan of classi- 
fying and grading products owned by 
those engaged in transporting prod- 
ucts not produced by them, but solely 
for marketing purposes, can be worked 
out to accomplish this result. Through 
a policy of this kind, the farm prod- 
uce of other states could not so easily 
be brought into Georgia and dumped 
into our market so as to destroy the 
value of Georgia-grown products. Con- 
sequently, the market already in ex- 
istence in the state would be able 
to purchase directly from the farmers 
themselves on a live and let live basis. 
By thus encouraging the marketing 
of our farm products and the pro- 
tection of our system of transporta- 
tion, the farmer would not only find 
it profitable to produce, but those en- 
gaged in transportation would be able 
to employ hundreds of people in car- 
rying on our commerce. . Effective 
measures should be enacted to carry 
. these plans into effect and to pre- 
serve for our people a dependable 
transportation system, 

“One of the most serious problems 
confronting the counties of Georgia is 
the expense of maintaining a chain 
gang for the detention of their misde- 
meanor convicts, The cost of provid- 
ing guards and camps has been so 
great that many counties are anxious 
to discontinue the use of their misde- 
meanor convict labor. As governor of 
Georgia it would be purpose to 
work out a co-operative plan between 
the state and the counties involved, 
| whereby the services of these misde- 
meanor convicts may be used to ad- 
vantage, without the overhead expense 
incident to the maintenance of vari- 
ous camps in each of said counties, 
The cost to the state and the counties 
would be small as compared to that 
incurred under the- present system 
whereby each of the counties is forced 
to maintain a place of detention when 
the number of convicts is too small 
to be used profitably. As the cam- 
paign progresses I will discuss these 
and other issues with you face to face. 
- “Meanwhile, I desire to express my 
appreciation to you, my friends, in 


every section of the state who are so 


actively supporting me in this cam- 
paign. It is deeply gratifying that 
you: who know me best are the most 
active in my behalf. Your confidence 
and help in carrying my cause to the 
people will always be gratefully re- 
membered and encourages me to be 
lieve that we will win a splendid vie 
tory in September. I assure you that 
I shall at all times so administer the 
affairs of state as to reflect credit 
upon your judgment. As governor of 
your state I will serve you with the 
same fidelity and fortitude which 
characterized my service as an over- 
seas soldier, with the same devotion 
to duty and honest principles of gov- 
ernment which makes up my record 
in. the house and senate of Georgia, 
realizing that no honor can come from 
political office unless its occupancy is 
decorated by public service.

permanently retired to private life.

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BREWERS FORESEE : 
HUGE EXPENDITURE 
TO REOPEN PLANTS 


MILWAUKER, Wis., July 6.— 
(UP)—Encouraged by the democratic 
party’s “dripping wet” platform, Mil- 
waukee brewers today were prepared 
to spend $100,000,000 and employ 
4.500 men if the manufacture of alco- 
holic beer is legalized, © 

Heads of the three largest brew- 
eries, Schlitz, Blatz and Pabst, all 
agreed they could be ready to pro- 
duce beer at a moment’s notice. 

An expenditure of $5,000,000, in- 
cluding $750,000 for labor, would be 
made the first year by the Pabst cor- 
poration, Fred Pabst Sr., president, 
announced. 

‘The Schlits Brewing Company 
would spend $3,000,000 for supplies 
and labor and several millions for ad- 
ditional equipment and materials, W.

There is no 
explanation of why Hillman’s time in 1904, faster than 
the present record, isn’t accepted.

Defeating an End-Play 


One of the favorite subjects of 
those who write on Bridge is the 
manner in which difficult contracts 
are made through end-plays, elimina- 
tion resulting in forced leads, and 
other tools of the trade of a g 
Sontract player.

other. However, West was alert, and 
instead of falling into the trap so 
neatly baited by. South; led a dia-

The early life of Mr. Sims, who was 
connected by marriage to the Swift 
family of.Columbus, and associate of 
many of Georgia’s leading figures, 
reads like a page from a book of the 
state’s early military history. Thirty 
years ago he moved from Macon to 
Atlanta and became a firm believer in 
the city’s possibilities and advantages. 
During recent yéars he was connecttd 
with the B. M. Grant Company, real 
estate operators. 

More than three months ago his last 
illness confined him te his home, forc- 
ing inactivity. upon the man who at 
71 years of age retained the military 
bearing of his youth. Growing weak- 
er, he at last’ was forced to undergo 
the operation, a step which he ac- 
cepted with the smiling courage that 
characterized his entire life. 

Was Born in Macon. 

Born in Macon, of a prominent fam- 
ily, Mr, Sims organiz and was cap- 
tain of the Southern Cadets, which 
became noted for its . perfect . drill 
work under his command. It was a 
leading unit of the famous second 
Georgia infantry, now merged »with 
the Georgia national guard. 

Those were. the days when volun- 
teer soldiers joined the colors for the 
sheer love of soldiering and when mil- 
itary activity was a prominent phase | t 
of social and civic life. There were 
then such organizations as the Atlan- 
ta Rifles, commanded by Captain A. 
C. Snead: the Gate City Guards, un- 
der Captain Joseph F. Burke, and 
the Columbus Guards, commanded by 
Judge Price Gilbert, now of the Geor- 
gia supreme court, to offer competi- 
tion, and upon the drill field Captain 
Sims led his company, dressed in col- 
orful gray of the Confederacy, topped 
by gleaming white shakos, into compe- 
tition with the Rifles and the Guards. 

From the drill fields of Columbus, 
Macon and Atlanta, Captain Sims led 
his company ‘into competition with 
picked troops in Nashville, Indianap- 
olis. and other places. The score of 
medals and trophies in possession of 
Mr. Sims’ family bear glittering wit- 
ness of his ability as a commander. 
He was acclaimed one of the great- 
est. drill masters in Pe country, 

Married Miss Belle Swift. 

Then came the day when soldiering 
assumed aspects of business, with 
olive drab uniforms displacing the col- 
orful dress of the volunteer compa- 
nies. Mr. Sims came to Atlanta and 
began his career as a real estate 
operator and developer, associating 

himself with some of the leading firms 
of the city. At one time treasurer of 
St, Luxe’s Episcopal church, he was 
active in-churech and civic affairs. 

In 1893 .Mr. Sims married Miss 
Belle Swift, a sister of Herman, Clif- 
ford and George Swift, and Mrs. Er- 
nest Dismukes, and a niece of Ed- 
ward W. Swift, all of Columbus, Ga.
